Mayor sees 
‘coverup,lies’ 
in PBM woe

Lack of communication, de¬ 
liberate lies or an outright cov¬ 
er-up have all been cited as 
possible reasons Mayor Bever¬ 
ly McAnally was unaware of 
the presence of 1.5 million tons

of cyanide-tainted plastic film 
chips stored in trailers - some 
leaking - in the rear of a busi¬ 
ness at 10100 Harrison Road, 
formerly known as PBM, a sil¬ 
ver reclaiming operation. 

In a letter from Robert Buck- 
ley, head of the Eastern Re¬ 
sponse Unit of the United 
States Environmental protec¬ 
tion Agency dated March 12, 
McAnally was informed of “an 
imminent and substantial en- 
dangerment to the public 
health and welfare and the en¬ 
vironment” was present at the 
site. She received the letter 
Thursday, but police reports 
show that the Wayne County 
Pollution Control Commission 
and the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources were 
aware of the problem as early 
as May 14, 1983. 

“When I questioned some de¬ 
partmental personnel about 
the situation after receiying 
the letter, most seemed una¬ 
ware,” McAnally said, “but 
some said sure, they had 
known about it. When I asked 
them why they hadn’t told me, 
they said because I wasn’t 
mayor then. Also, they indi¬ 
cated that they had been led to 
believe there was no real threat 
there as long as the film chips 
were kept in the trailers.” 

In a letter dated March 25 to 
all citylof Romulus department 


to the Mayor’s office,” the let¬ 
ter concluded. 

“I feel that some people were 
keeping this quiet to protect 
their friends in the previous 
administration,” McAnally 
said. According to police re¬ 
port from 1983, Mel Oakley, son 
of then-mayor William Oakley, 
was manager of the plant at the 
time the complaint was filed. 

Attorney William Matakas, 
who owns the land and leases it, 
is embroiled in a lawsuit to 
“get PBM to clean up their 
waste in a safe way and restore 
my property so it is usable 
again.” Matakas confirmed 
that Oakley was plant mana¬ 
ger, “but only for a short period 
of time.” 

Buckley, who wrote the letter 
to McAnally, later claimed in a 
telephone conversation that 
“there is no vital threat at this 
time. There are worse - more 
toxic and more potentially 
dangerous - places than the 
Harrison Road site all over the 
state, and some worse in 
Romulus.” Buckley would not 
go into detail except to say that 
many airport facilities “are ex¬ 
tremely dangerous.” 

Last Tuesday, McAnally had 
more than 150 letters hand- 
delivered to residents near the 
potentially dangerous site, 
warning them of the danger.

Council, mayor 
to quiz Barden

There will be a special public 
meeting at 7 p.m. tonight 
(March 27) at Romulus City 
Hall preceding the regular 
meeting of the city council: The 
purpose of the special meeting 
is to allow council members, 
administrators and citizens to 
question cable television en- 
trapreneur Don Barden, owner 
of Barden Cablevision of 
Romulus, and to give Barden 
the chance to personally ex- 


plain the delays which have 
hampered the Romulus 
system. 

In addition to Barden, the 
city council has demanded that 
members of the city’s cable 
television commission be in 
attendance. 

According to the franchise 
agreement, Barden had 14 
months to completely wire the 
city from the time the company 
pulled their building permits. 
That timetable runs out at the 
end of August, at which time a 
$1,000 fine per day could be 


levied against Barden, says 
cable commission chairman 
Claude Ray Williams. 

Currently, there are approx¬ 
imately 215 homes in Romulus 
receiving cable television, with 
the option available to another 
215, said Williams. There are 
more than 8,000 homes in 
Romulus, and it was the 
apparentJiold-ups that promp¬ 
ted council to call the meeting. 

Any residents wishing to 
attend the meeting are urged to 
do so, according to Councilman 
Bill Wadsworth. 


In Romulus, superintendent 
Dr. William Bedell had pre¬ 
dicted the schools would need a 
large turnout at the polls to 
pass the renewal, but despite 
the slim turnout, the 9 mill fi¬ 
gure passed by a narrow 67 
votes, 792 yes votes to 725 no. 

Bedell credited the win to 
“the good faith we’ve won with 
the people of Romulus. We 
made certain promises to them 
if they passed the millage in¬ 
crease, and we’ve come 
through. Buildings are being 
repaired, sixth hours have 
been reinstated, there are new 
computer programs, every¬ 
thing.” 

In Huron, Jackson said he 
has faith in the future, because 
“it’s obvious that many people 
have listened to us with an open 
mind and believe in us and in 
the kids. Next time we’ll do it.”

small amounts of cyanide in 
the area groundwaters, Mata¬ 
kas replied he had heard the 
reports, but not officially. “I 
have requested that such tests 
be done, but I haven’t heard 
anything directly from the 
EPA or the DNR,” Matakas 
said. 

McAnally says she is angry 
over “being kept in the dark, 


particularly in a situation like 
this. I want the citizens to know 
that I and my department 
heads are doing everything 
possible tq make sure nothing 
like this catches us by surprise 
again. McAnally added that 
she and her staff will be coming 
up “plans of action” should 
emergency situations crop up 


near any of the potentially 
hazardous businesses near the 
airport and throughout 
Romulus. 

Acting on a request from 
McA,nally, Matakas had a 
large fence constructed around 
the abandoned trailers over the 
weekend to keep the curious 
safely away. 


A rather slim turnout at the 
polls Monday narrowly passed 
a a 9-mill renewal, gaining 
another victory for the resurg¬ 
ing Romulus school system. 

In Huron Township a heavier 
than usual turnout easily pas¬ 
sed an 18.82 mill renewal for 
five years, 1,005 for to 526 
opposed. A 6.75 mill increase, 
needed to offset cuts in state 
funding, failed for the second 
consecutive time, but superin¬ 
tendent of schools Gary Jack- 
son has hope for the future. 

“We gained a lot, but we 
didn’t win,” said Jackson, 
adding that “we’re going to 
have to keep on talking about 
this, letting the people know 
what it’s for and that it isn’t an 
extravagance, and then by the 
time the next election rolls 
around in June, hopefully we’ll 
make it.” 

The proposed increase was 
defeated by a 795-720 vote mar¬ 
gin. In December, the same in¬ 
crease failed by over 300 votes.

Like the “Minutemen” of 1776 he 
would like to ressurect, Charles 
Niemann has a toughness and a char- 
ism about him. His ‘never-say-die’ phi¬ 
losophy is drawing and rallying sup¬ 
porters to his cause. 

Simply put, Niemann wants people to 
get involved in their community. 

And in the light of the apathy that 
permeates most of us who are called to 
volunteer time and money for various 
community projects, Niemann unques- 
tionanly is going to need a lot of help to 
reach his goal. 

Niemann is recruiting local resi¬ 
dents to join a modern day ‘Minuteman 
Movement’ to accomplish a wide range 
of tasks. 

“I want people to get involved in 
their communities,” Niemann said 
who was recently named as chairman 
of the Belleville-Van Buren-Sumpter 
Civic Affairs Steering Committee, an 
offspring of a city-wide civic organiza¬ 
tion dinner-meeting. 

“We believe our three communities 
have a lot to offer and our task is to 
convince people who can invest to do so 
here and also bring about change by 
doing and working together.” 

Niemann, a Ford Motor Company 
employee who was named to fill a 
vacancy on the Belleville City Council 
created by the death of the former 
mayor, Howard Stinehour, said that 
his recent campaign to get residents to 
donate 10 hours or $10 is paying off. 

“We have at least 30 citizens who 
have stepped forward and offered to 
help. But I won’t be satisfied until we 
have an army of thousands. And be¬ 
lieve me that day will come.” 

Niemann points to the recent accom¬ 
plishments in Northville and Plymouth 
where revitalization of the central 
business community has become a 
tremendous success. 

‘‘It’s also an image problem,” 
Niemann continued. “We need to be¬ 
lieve in what we are doing. We have to, 
to use a cliche, ‘think positively.’ I be¬ 
lieve our combined communities have 
the people with the intelligence and 
know-how to do the job better than it 
was done in the surrounding com¬ 
munities. Our mission is to gather 
those people in one place and harness 
that knowledge.”

In the meantime, residents in the 
Oakbrook Subdivision in Romulus can 
sign a breathe of relief. The Romulus 
City Council is studying plans to con¬ 
struct a “back door” to the subdivision 
in case residents have to evacuate dur¬ 
ing an emergency. 

Residents of that subdivision 
apparently have only one street to exit 
(and return) - and that’s Eureka Road. 
The infamous February 23rd incident 
convinced city officials that an alterna¬ 
tive route is necessary into and from 
the subdivision. What happened on that 
date was incessant rains caused tanks 
of gasoline at a nearby gas station to 
rise from its foundation. Fearing some 
kind of explosion, police quickly shut 
off the area. Persons residing in the 
subdivision however couldn’t enter and 
those inside the dwellings couldn’t 
leave. And during such crisis one won¬ 
ders if their loved ones are allright. 

“I have over the years asked council 
to study the possibility of constructing 
an alternate route for the residents in 
that subdivision and after that poten¬ 
tially dangerous situation last month, 
council agreed,” said councilman Bar¬ 
ry Baumann. ‘‘The alternative or 
‘back-door’route will lead to Pennsyl¬ 
vania road. 

“Do you know that this subdivision is 
unique,” Baumann continued. “It is 
the only one in the city, I believe, that 
has only one exit. And we hope to rec¬ 
tify that in the nearest future.”

Please do not tell victims that 
detectives will be out to see 
them. It is your responsibility 
to take the case as far as you 
can take it.” 

Waddell further stated that 
on October 30,1982 he(Waddell) 
acting as a Van Buren 
Township patrolman, re¬ 


sponded to a complaint con¬ 
cerning a report of a needle 
found in a loaf of bread.” 

During the investigation of 
the case, Waddell stated, he 
was informed by Police Chief 
Keller that he (Waddell) had 
used improper procedures. 

Waddell alleges the con¬ 
troversy eventually led to a let¬ 
ter of reprimand from the

‘to only humiliate and pressure 
him (Waddell) and “that during 
the ensuing weeks the police 
chief altered the plaintiff’s 
work schedule and shifts know¬ 
ing that he couldn’t cover. . .and 
that after continued pressure 
from the police chief Waddell 
decided to resign as a pat¬ 
rolman. 

Waddell said he later disco¬ 
vered that his file was tam¬ 
pered with and altered. He said 
that his file contained notations 
that indicated that he was ter¬ 
minated and not that he had 
resigned. 

Waddell also said in court 
papers that he discovered that 
various letters of commenda¬ 
tions placed in his personal 
files in prior years by previous 
administrations had been re¬ 
moved.

After December of 1982, 
Waddell said he applied to six 
other police departments to be¬ 
come a reserve officer and was 
turned down. Waddell believes 
he was turned down because 
the “defendants were wrong¬ 
fully and intentionally inform¬ 
ing other police departments 
he (Waddell) was terminated 
and not that he had resigned.” 

As late as March 1, 1984, an 
article in the Detroit Free 
Press disseminated false in¬ 
formation about the plaintiff’s 
departure from the local police 
department, according to Wad¬ 
dell. 

Waddell is asking the courts 
for more than $10,000 in dam¬ 
ages to his reputation and 
standings in the community. 

Mrs. Waddell is asking for 
$10,000 for the loss of the “care, 
companionship and consor¬ 
tium of her marriage by virtue 
of her husband s injuries.” 

Township officials and 
Police Keller said they can’t 
comment on the case upon 
advice of the township 
attorney.

Is your city collecting late charges 


Is your city or township illegally 
collecting late penalty charges on 
your property taxes? 

That question recently stirred 
some controversy in Romulus where 
the city administration had ordered 
city treasurer John Lewkowicz to 
charge penalties for those who paid 
their property taxes late. 

“Usually the local unit of gover¬ 
nment doesn’t impose the penalty tax 
unless so ordered because elected 
officials are wary of reaction from 
the electorate,” said Lewkowicz. 
“Unless council approves late 
charge penalties, we can’t, as 
treasurers, do so.” 


cussed the issue of late charges with 
George McEachran, Wayne County 
Equalization Director and Assessor, 
and Emil Tavonen, Michigan Tax 
Administrator, and they informed 
him, via telephone, that state law 
clearly defines the treasurer and 
municipality’s jurisdiction in col¬ 
lecting late fees. 

On the subject of collecting taxes, 
state law states (211.44(1); Section 
(7)...“For levies that become a lien 
in 1983 or any year thereafter, the 
local property tax collecting 
treasurer shall not impose a proper¬ 
ty tax administration fee or late 
penalty charge authorized by law or

“The law is there,” Lewkowicz 
said, “and it is clear. We justcan’t 
collect late charges unless the coun¬ 
cil says so.

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Share tax dollars 


Local officials are predictably irritated 
and concerned with the proposed termina¬ 
tion of the general revenue sharing program 
in the 1986 federal budget suggested by Pres¬ 
ident Reagan. 

The Michigan Municipal League as well as 
many governmental bodies have gone on re¬ 
cord in vehement opposition to cutbacks in 
revenue sharing funds, which are used in 
most cases to provide public services at the 
local level. They argue that the end of such 
assistance is ill-advised considering the de¬ 
trimental effect such losses will have on the 
ability of local entities to offer essential ser¬ 
vices. 

The general revenue sharing program 
was created in 1972 as a means of giving 
state and local governments federal fiscal 
aid with minimum federal involvement and 
maximum flexibility for local leaders to 
direct the monies into the highest priority 
areas for their individual communities. 

Reauthorized in 1976, 1980 and 1983, the 
program has targeted proportionately more 
assistance to less affluent communities 
while at the same time rewarding jurisdic¬ 
tions making the greatest effort to meet the 
public service needs of their residents with 
their own local tax dollars. Revenue sharing 
funds have become an integral part of local 
government budgets throughout the nation. 

There is little doubt that this program has 
proven to be an efficient means of bringing 
tax dollars back from Washington to local 
communities. However, the proposed eli¬ 
mination of revenue sharing apparently 
comes as part of a deficit sharing plan aimed 
at cutting into the astronomical federal de¬ 
ficit. 

The concept of a big spending government 
is one which has been rejected by the voters 
through their support of fiscally conserva¬ 
tive elected officials. Citizens are deman¬ 
ding fiscal restraint from their governmen¬ 
tal leaders; with such restraints they also 
must be prepared to see cutbacks in ser¬ 


vices. 

iTo cut the revenue sharing program as a 
sign of fiscal integrity represents some 
flawed thinking. First of all, this program is 
one of the few which actually brings local tax 
monies back home to help provide such ser¬ 
vices as police and fire protection, garbage 
collection and other valuable assets to the 
quality of life. Michigan already is being 
shortchanged in this area since it ranks 
among the leaders in terms of amount of tax 
funds sent to Washington while at the same 
time rating near trie bottom of the 50 states in 
the amount of monies returned for state and 
local usage. 

Secondly, the elimination of revenue shar¬ 
ing would be far more palatable if it repre¬ 
sented an across-the-board attempt to re¬ 
duce the size of the federal government. 
Such is not tr^e case. 

General revenue sharing is the only form 
of federal assistance received by more than 
30,000 local governments and ranks as the 
most cost-effective program to administer 
of any federal program. 

We join local communities in support of a 
continuation of general revenue sharing. It 
is our belief that termination of this program 
eventually will result in the loss of important 
local services or tax increases at the local 
level. 

We also concur with the urging of West- 
land officials who encourage everyone to 
make a 22-cent investment and send a letter 
to our local Congressmen and Senators in 
Washington voicing support for a sharing of 
tax dollars with local communities. 

Elimination of local services while propos¬ 
ing another $31 billion increase in defense 
spending simply lacks a sense of consisten¬ 
cy. As long as local taxpayers fill federal 
coffers, they have every right to expect 
some reciprocal assistance. 

The general revenue sharing program de¬ 
serves to be continued, not terminated.

‘Monuments and 
immortality’ 



The domed structure, open on four sides 
to passing view, stands between the tidal 
basin and the freeway in Washington, D.C. 

I have raced by the well-known monu¬ 
ment many times, catching a quick glimp¬ 
se through the taxi window of the likeness 
of the immortal statesman. He was barely 
visible between the huge pillars of the 
memorial, as I rushed to or from the air¬ 
port. Only once before had I made a visit 
inside the open enclosure of this famous 
monument. 

The Jefferson Memorial, located in our 
nation’s capitol, stands as a tribute to the 
life and work of one of this country’s most 
ingenious and notable “fathers.” 

Last week, when I finished my business 
in Washington, I had time for a walk...a 
perfect opportunity for some exercise and 
a first-hand inspection of the progress of 
the cherry blossoms. I passed the White 
House, walked up the hill past the 
Washington monument and circled the tidal 
basin. 

An elderly man and his son sat on the 
concrete wall beside the water, fishing. A 
jogger lumbered by, his Walkman firmly 
in place. As I approached the Jefferson 
monument, a startled grey squirrel ran 
across my path into the brush and scam¬ 
pered up a nearby tree. Two park rangers 
strolled by, chatting. An Air Force heli¬ 
copter flew low overhead, coming from 
the direction of the White House. 

I climbed the 43 stairs to face the man I 
had come to see.There he stood, staring 
out at the capitol city of the nation he had 
helped to found. “Thomas Jefferson, 1743-- 
1846,” the inscription below his buckled 
shoes reads. In his hand he holds a rolled 
document, one of the many no doubt pen¬ 
ned by his own hand for the ages. His long 
hair brushes the collar of his dress 
coat which hangs unbuttoned, revealing 


his ascot and knee britches. 

A visit to this temple of reverence hon¬ 
oring this great man is akin to a religious 
experience. Encircling the dome, in¬ 
scribed in the stone, are the words, “I have 
sworn upon the altar of God eternal hostil¬ 
ity against every form of tyranny over the 
mind of men.” 

Outside, the same Air Force chopper 
flew by, visible through the massive col¬ 
umns. I sat myself on one of the stone ben¬ 
ches and looked thoughtfully up at the 
magnificent statue. 

A young Vietnamese mother and her 
daughter entered the monument as I had 
just minutes before. They approached and 
stood at his feet, read the inscription and 
peered up a distance of at least 20 feet to 
his face. They stood but a moment. The 
little girl said, “Mama,” and her mother 
lifted her into her arms and held her tight¬ 
ly. She walked away to the steps outside, 
where she sat, hugging her baby, staring 
out at the Washington horizon. 

Soon they were joined by Grandma. She 
doesn’t walk so well, and limps badly on 
her left foot. The three approach, stare up 
at Jefferson, and then wander around the 
rotunda, reading the inscriptions attached 
to the walls in metal letters. 

“We hold these truths to be self evident, 
that all men are created equally, that they 
are endowed with certain inalienable 
rights. Among these are life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness.” The young 
mother and aged Grandmother chatted in 
their native tongue. Enter Dad, camera in 
hand. Mom brushed the baby’s hair and 
posed her at Jefferson’s feet. “Snap,” a 
photo to immortalize the moment and then 
they left. 

Tourists have repeated this scene mil¬ 
lions of times since the Jefferson Memo-

and Mayor Charles Pickering 
sat down together Monday 
night in a study session in hopes 
of hammering out their differ¬ 
ences over the mayor’s 
appointment of George Wilhel¬ 
mi as the city’s new planning 
director. 

The council balked at con¬ 
firming the appointment at its 
meeting last week because of a 
lack of what Councilman Tho¬ 
mas Artley called “courtesy in¬ 
formation’’ about the appoint¬ 
ment. 

Wilhelmi has served as the 
interim planning director since 
January on a contractual 
basis, with the contract set to 
expire March 31, unless ex¬ 
tended by council. Under the 
charter, the council has to 
approve or reject the appoint-

ment within two meetings of 
the mayor’s naming of the 
director. Their second meeting 
will be April 1. 

According to the mayor, the 
position was advertised and the 
applicants were screened by a 
committee, made up of three 
members of the city’s Planning 
Commission-George Lomas, 
Dorothy Murphy and Joseph 
Hawrylak. That committee 
was responsible for checking 
the applicants for minimum re¬ 
quirements for the position and 
with conducting interviews 
with the three finalists. 

Their recommendation, 
Wilhelmi, was then forwarded 
to the mayor, who in a letter to 
the council dated March 5, in¬ 
formed them of his appoint¬ 
ment of Wilhelmi to the posi¬ 
tion. 

Artley pointed out that the 
mayor’s letter did not give 
enough information about the 
appointment and asked that at 
least one member of the com¬ 
mittee be present at the study 
session. The mayor countered 
that that request was in¬ 
appropriate since “I am the 
appointing authority.” 

“Their sole role was the 
screening of the applicants,” 
Pickering added. “The only 
persons you’re going to talk to 
are me and George Wilhelmi.'' 

Artley countered that “that’s 
not enough. If you don’t have 
the courtesy to sit down with 
this council to just give us cour¬ 
tesy information...well, I don’t 


think you held up your end of 
the agreement.” 

The mayor contended that he 
had requested such a meeting 
and that the council had adequ¬ 
ate time in which to set up a 
study session. 

“Don’t tell me you didn’t 
have enough time; don’t tell 
me you didn’t have this soon 
enough,” Pickering told the 
council during a heated ex¬ 
change over the postponement. 
“The study session was re¬ 
quested, and you didn’t bother 
to set one up in the last two 
weeks.” 

Council President Charles 
Griffin pointed out to the coun¬ 
cil that a study session on the 
appointment had not been 
scheduled prior to it appearing 
on the council agenda March 4 
because “we didn’t have time 
to have one.” 

“I’ll take responsibility for 
this one,” Griffin said. “The 
mayor was desirous of a study 
session and I didn’t schedule 
one, so let it fall on my shoul¬ 
ders. 

“I never had the opportunity 
to do that, but we can still have 
one before the next meeting.” 

“You put the council on a 
tremedous spot,’’Councilman 
Kenneth Mehl told the mayor. 
“I thought you would be in¬ 
forming us of what was going 
on, how many were inter¬ 
viewed, if Wilhelmi was getting 
back to us. You didn’t do that.” 

Hawrylak, in a letter to the 
city council, indicated that the 
committee reviewed more 


than 20 applications and eli¬ 
minated those candidates who 
didn’t possess the necessary 
educational or leadership qual¬ 
ities specified in the key re¬ 
quirements for the position. He 
noted that “though many re¬ 
sumes were received, it was 
not a rich field of candidates.” 

Hawrylak added that three 
candidates-the “best in the 
field” of the applicants-were 
interviewed by the committee. 
One was found to be an excel¬ 
lent researcher, but lacking in 
leadership qualities, while 
another was an excellent 
candidate “with a little season¬ 


ing.” Wilhelmi was, according 
to a consensus of the commit¬ 
tee, “head and shoulders’’ 
above the other finalists. 

“Most of all, Mr. Wilhelmi 
demonstrated his leadership 
while performing as acting 
director,” Hawrylak noted. 
“In our opinion, Dale Farland 
(the former planning director) 
was an excellent director of 
planning and we were all sorry 
to see her leave the city. 
However, George Wilhelmi has 
filled the job not only capably, 
but brings a deep personal in¬ 
terest and dedication to the job 
that I find refreshing and rare 


in public officials.” 

Wilhelmi, a member of the 
city’s Planning Commission 
prior to the interim appoint¬ 
ment, worked as a civil en¬ 
gineer with the Detroit firm of 
Morris, Levine & Associates, 
Inc., coordinating the design 
and construction of paving, 
sewer and water projects and 
acting as liaison and project 
engineer with various munici¬ 
palities. 

He also served as the direc¬ 
tor of urban renewal for the Vil¬ 
lage of Rochester and as the 
director of housing and renew¬ 
al for the City of Romulus.

rial cornerstone was dedicated by Frank¬ 
lin Delano Roosevelt in 1939. They come to 
see this statue of a man who sought truth, 
freedom and happiness for himself and all 
others. They pay homage here to a man 
that declared that death was preferable to 
perceived enslavement. Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son and those who sought his counsel 
formulated a plan for a new nation and a 
new system of government...one of laws, 
not of the whims of men. They designed the 
foundation of a nation, followed by all the 
generations of leaders to come. Why have 
they followed? Because the system 
worked. 

Those who are free and those who have 
been set free come here to peer at Jeffer¬ 
son’s likeness. This is a monument to a 


man and to a nation. 

The Vietnamese tourists, the military 
helicopter outside and this man they cal¬ 
led Jefferson...they were like the pieces of 
a puzzle...all fitting together, but there 
was one more piece. 

Across the basin stands a new monu¬ 
ment, inscribed with the names of those 
who died for the principles in which Jeffer¬ 
son believed and wrote about...“We 
mutually pledge our lives, our fortunes 
and our sacred honour.” 

“The Wall,” that black marble list of 
men stands today as testimony to those 
who died in Vietnam for freedom and 
liberty. It exists almost as a reflection 
across the waters of the tidal basin to Tho¬ 
mas Jefferson and all he believed in.

Bars (drinks and/or dinners) - 1.00 unit per 600 square feet of 
building area. 

Bowling Alleys (without bar or lunch) - 1.00 unit plus 0.10 unit 
per lane. 

Beauty Shops - 1.00 unit per 200 square feet of building area. 
Churches - 1.00 unit per 6000 square feet of building area. 
Cleaners - 1.00 unit per 1.000 square feet of building area. 
Clinics - 1.00 unit plus 0.50 unit per examining room. 

Drug Stores ( with fountain service) - 1.00 unit per 2.000 square 
feet of building area. 

Drug Stores (without fountain service) - 1.00 unit per 4.000 
square feet of building area. 

Grocery Stores and Supermarkets - 1.00 unit per 2.000 square 
feet of building area. 

Hospitals - 1.00 unit plus 0.75 unit per bed. 

Hospitals (Convalescent Homes) -1.00 unit plus 0.50 unit per 
bed. 

Hotels and Motels (not including restaurant or bar and with¬ 
out kitchen facilities) - 1.00 unit plus 0.25 unit per bed. 

Industrial Use - 1.00 unit per 10,000 square feet of building 
area plus 1.00 unit for each additional 10,000 square feet of 
building area or fraction thereof. 

Laundry (self-service) -1.00 unit per 200 square feet of build¬ 
ing area. 

Multiple Family Residence (including apartments) -1.00 unit 
per dwelling unit. * 

Office Building - 1.00 unit per 4,000 square feet of building 
area. 

Restaurants (dinners and or drinks) -1.00 unit per 600 square 
feet of building area. 

Schools - 1.00 unit plus 1.00 unit per classroom. 

Service Station - 1.00 unit plus 0.15 unit per pump. 

Snack Bars (drive-in) -1.00 unit per 600 square feet of building 
area plus 0.08 unit per stall. 

Stores (other than specifically listed) - 1.00 unit per 4,000 
square feet of building area. 

Swimming Pool (residential excluded) - 1.00 unit per 2,000 
square feet of service building area. 

Theaters (Drive-In) - 3.50 unit per acre. 

Theaters (inside with air conditioning) -1.00 unit plus 0.01 unit 
per seat. 

Trailer Parks - 1.00 unit per house trailer space whether 
occupied or not. 

All new construction shall pay the Reserve Fund Charge in cash at the 
time of application for a Building Permit. Existing premises shall have 
the option of cash payment at the time of application for a Tap Permit, or 
payment over a ten (10) year period as a part of the quarterly billing; 
provided, however, that in the event of deferred payment, the amount of 
the charge shall be increased four-tenths (4/10) with the option of pre¬ 
payment at the time of any quarterly billing with a twenty percent (20%) 
discount on the unpaid balance. A ten percent (10%) per quarter charge 
shall be added for late payment. In the event of deferred payment, 
payment in full of the unpaid balance shall be required prior to transfer of 
ownership.

Today it 
remains one of the most respected businesses 
in Wayne. 

“Mulholland’s means business in 
Wayne,” observed Mayor Patrick Norton. 
“The Mulhollands are carrying on an Amer¬ 
ican tradition in this city. There have been 
three generations of Mulhollands who have 
done an outstanding job for Wayne. They have 
given a family commitment to the town that 
goes beyond being businessmen...they have 
been committed to the church and numerous 
community organizations as well.” 

“Family” and Mulholland’s seem to fit 
together perfectly. Although Mr. Mulholland 
passed away in 1959, the traditional family 
values are very much alive today at this de¬ 
partment store.

times--I give them credit.” 

Mr. Mulholland opened his dry goods firm in 
Wayne after working in a wholesale company 
in New York City. His sales’ job took him 
throughout the midwest and eventually led to 
his opening of a store following World War I in 
an area he had never lived in before. 

“He heard that people needed a store around 
here, ’’explained his son, who has seen the busi¬ 
ness expand considerably during the years. 
“We hope to be here for a long time. Half of our 
success has come from the fine quality of our 
employees, people like Jim Collins and Janet 
Cooper. Many of our employees (the company 
has a work force of some 15 persons) have been 
with us for a long time.

Mack favors youth 
crime prevention 

program proposal

With a critical vote from 
Commissioner Milton Mack, 
the Wayne County Commission 
is continuing with development 
of a youth crime-prevention 
program following override of 
County Executive William 
Lucas’ veto of $500,000 funding 
for the project. 

The veto was defeated 10-3 
with 2: abstentions. Mack vot¬ 
ing with the two-thirds major¬ 
ity needed for the override. 

“It demonstrates the com¬ 
mitment of the Commission to 
effectively deal with the youth- 
crime problem facing our coun¬ 
try," said Mack. The override 
is a statement of policy, re¬ 
flecting determination of the 
Commission to set aside those 
funds and not allow them for 
any other use. 

“Since the Chief Executive 
Officer has said crime is his 
first priority, I think it is im¬ 
portant to finance one of the 
root sources of crime.” 

In his veto message Lucas 
said the newly proposed anti¬ 
crime program lacks a definite 
plan and is too vague in con¬ 
cept. Mack, however, says ex¬ 
tensive planning is underway. 

Prior to the commission 
meeting on the veto, Mack 
attended a session attended by 
Presiding Juvenile Judge Y. 
Gladys Barsamian, Detroit 
City Councilman John Peebles, 
and Leonard Smith. Executive 
Director of the Skillman 
Foundation, a Detroit charity, 
which funds youth development 
activities. 

Mack said the commission 
will cooperate with Judge 
Barsamain in devising a prog¬ 
ram sentencing non-violent 
young offenders to work on 
community service projects 
rather than jail. 

With support from Peebles, 
Councilwomen Erma Hender¬ 
son and Barbara Rose Collins, 
the Detroit City Council is con¬ 
sidering a $100,000 contribution 
to the program, said Mack. The 
Skillman Foundation has 
pledged willingness and that a 
funding proposal will be sub¬ 
mitted for consideration at its 
next board meeting in May. **“ 

The Skillman Foundation 


already has given $120,000 to an 
Oakland County youth prog¬ 
ram, and other youth- 
assistance programs are oper¬ 
ating in Livonia, Dearborn and 
Redford Township, Mack 
noted. 

“Although some cities are 
already active in this area, the 
responsibility for comprehen¬ 
sive youth programs really lies 
with the County, not individual 
cities, such services should be 
county wide said Mack. 

He said the next planning 
phase for the county program 
will include the drafting of a 
tentative ordinance for discus¬ 
sion at a county-wide confer¬ 
ence — complete with work¬ 
shops — convened for school 
officials, police, court person¬ 
nel, community organizations, 
city representatives and parent 
groups. 

Mack stressed that the prog¬ 
ram is not intended for hard¬ 
core young criminals, but only 
first and second offenders in¬ 
volved in minor crime, such as 
crimes against property. 

“It will rely considerably on 
public service and restitution 
as alternatives to incarcera¬ 
tion, and may involve manda¬ 
tory counseling,” he said. 

The program also will rely 
substantially on volunteers, 
according to Mack. He said the 
program will be directed by a 
professional youth cadre, but 
that many citizen volunteers 
will help supervise the youngs¬ 
ters.

“In this respect it would be 
drastically different from 
typical diversionary programs, 
which are usually overwhelmed 
by the court and implemented 
by cold, uncaring professionals 
altogether,” Mack explained. 
“This approach would exten¬ 
sively use retirees and com¬ 
munity council presidents, for 
example, and it would be high¬ 
ly visible in the community.

Business renovation 
continues in Wayne

If business site plans can be 
used as a measure of progress, 
commercial and industrial 
growth in Wayne continues on 
an upswing.

Wayne we’re seeing not only 
commercial growth but also 
some expansion in industrial.

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April marks tornado season 


ter of minutes. There are 
several safety precautions that 
can be taken when a tornado 
strikes. Deputy Director Ken¬ 
neth Warfield of Wayne’s Fire 
Division advises to start before 
a tornado warning is even 
issued finding a place in you 
home where you can be re¬ 
latively safe if and when a fun¬ 
nel cloud touches down. In case 
of a tornado emergency, he re¬ 
commends: 

•Going into the basement 
and staying underneath some¬ 
thing heavy, like a work bench 
or large piece of furniture. 

•If a house does not have a 
basement, stay on the first 
floor in the center of the house. 
The inside of a broom closet or 
other small area without win¬ 
dows located in the center of 
the house is an ideal place to 
wait out a tornado. Otherwise 
get under a piece of furniture to 
protect yourself from flying de¬ 
bris. 

•Windows will be broken 
when tornado winds hit. Stay 
away from windows! 

•If you’re caught outside in a 
car when a tornado strikes, 
first try moving away from the 
storm by driving at right 
angles to its path. If that fails, 
get out of the car and take shel¬ 
ter in a ditch or ravine. Cars 
can be tossed around by the 
fierce winds, making them 
dangerous places to sit out a 
storm. 

•Position yourself between 
the oncoming storm and the 
car so as not to be in the way if 
the car does become a flying 
object. Tornadoes can cause 
extensive damage to trailer 
parks, destroying lightweight 
mobile homes. Take shelter in 
some other, sturdier type of 
building. 

•If no other type of shelter is 
available, go to a ditch or 
ravine on the south and east 
side of the trailer park and lie 
down flat against the ground. 

The City of Wayne has a se¬ 
vere weather warning system. 
A test of the system is con¬ 
ducted every first Saturday of 
the month at 1 p.m., and con¬ 
sists of a one minute steady 
siren, a pause, and another mi¬ 
nute steady siren. A “TORNA¬ 
DO WARNING” consists of a 
steady three-minute siren. 
When you hear the warning sig¬ 
nal “TAKE COVER.” 


April showers may bring 
May flowers, but they also 
bring Michigan’s tornado sea¬ 
son, according to local public 
safety officals. 

While the national Weather 
Service say a tornado can 
occur any month of the year. 
April is the prime time for ma¬ 
jor tornado development. 

Michigan’s tornadoes usual¬ 
ly don’t begin until the end of 
March. The tornadoes, which 
grow out of spring thunder¬ 
storms, strike the southern 
portion of lower Michigan fre¬ 
quently April through June. 
The National Weather Service 
in Detroit, reports that torna¬ 
does form on warm, muggy 
days when the air is full of 
moisture. 

Something is needed to set off 
the severe thunderstorms that 
can lead to the terrifying funnel 
clouds. A cold front moving 
across the state will usually do 
the trick. 

Warm, moist air followed by 
a cold front and cold air can set 
off severe weather activity. 

Thunder, lightning, high 


winds and hail are characteris¬ 
tics of severe thunderstorms 
and usually accompany torna¬ 
does. 

A tornado is marked by the 
dark, twisting, funnel-shaped 
cloud that emerges from the 
overall cloud cover. The funnel 
will usually rotate in a coun¬ 
terclockwise direction, with 
high winds circulating around 
it.

The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice issues two types of tornado 
bulletins. A tornado watch indi¬ 
cates there is a possibility of 
tornado development over a 
large area. A tornado warning 
is more serious, indicating a 
tornado has been spotted in a 
specific area. 

Once a tornado warning has 
been issued there isn’t much 
time before the funnel clouds 
touches down. It’s only a mat-

A dream that began in 
November ended on a sunny 
Friday afternoon on the floor of 
the Crisler Arena in Ann Arbor 
lor Coach Bill Ayler and the 
Robichaud Bulldogs who saw 
their hopes of a Class B state 
basketball championship shat¬ 
tered by a fast-moving, aggres¬ 
sive Buena Vista club, 84-56. 

The loss snapped a 11-game 
Robichaud winning streak, the 
longest in the Dearborn 
Heights-based high schools 
productive basketball history. 


Robichaud brought the cur¬ 
tains down on a 21-5 won-loss 
(school record) season that in¬ 
cluded the school’s first district 
and regional basketball cham¬ 
pionships. 

“How can you be dis¬ 
appointed in a team that has 
accomplished so much and has 
come so far in one season?,” 
commented Ayler who rounded 
out his second season as the 
Bulldogs' head coach. ‘"Sure 
we would have liked to win and 
gotten into the finals. It was a 
tough game to lose, but these 
kids can hold their heads high. 
We’re all proud of them. They 


have made school history ev¬ 
ery time they walked on the 
floor. ” 

Robichaud got into the semi¬ 
finals by eliminating a high¬ 
ly-touted Detroit Benedictine 
from its paths, 96-70, in a game 
Ayler labeled as “almost per¬ 
fectly played by our team.” 

All five Robichaud starters 
scored in double figures. 

It was not so against Buena 
Vista, although the “impossi¬ 
ble dream” lingered for 14 mi¬ 
nutes into the semi-finals. The 
Bulldogs held the Saginaw 
quintet at bay for that period of 
time. 


Joe Ballard opened the scor¬ 
ing for Robichaud in the early 
seconds of the hotly-contested 
game when he sustained a per¬ 
sonal foul driving in for a layup 
by Buena Vista’s Mark Macon. 
Ballard sank both charities. 
Then, Raymond Carreathers 
made it a 5-0 ballgame as he 
sank one of two personal fouls, 
and came back with a jump 
shot that found the nets. Sa¬ 
ginaw, slow in starting, picked 
up the tempo of the game. It 
responded with Damon Low- 
rey’s free throw, but Car¬ 
reathers again came back for

Protest lodged 


Inkster: nullify 
Robichaud game

The Michigan High School state basket¬ 
ball tournaments may be over but a con¬ 
troversy lingers in this area over the out¬ 
come of a Class B district championship 
game staged between host Robichaud and 
Inkster. 

Robichaud managed to defeat its natural 
rival, Inkster, 84-78 before a standing room 
only crowd after coach Bill Ayler’s Bull¬ 
dogs had lost to the Vikings and Coach 
George Thompson Jr. twice during the 
Suburban Athletic Conference campaign. 

Robichaud went on to capture the district 
title, regional championship before losing 
to Saginaw Buena Vista in the semi-finals, 
of the state playoffs. 

Inkster Coach George Thompson be¬ 
lieves that state rules were violated during 
the district tournament when Robichaud 
officials replaced an ailing referee with 
another reportedly without informing the 
Michigan High School Athletic Associa¬ 
tion. 

Thompson offered some game stats to 
back up his argument that the game had 
overtones of being officiated against his 
team. He is asking the MHSAA - the au¬ 
gust body that governs high school athle¬ 
tics in the state to overturn the results and 
have the game replayed. 

State officials say they do not recall 
when a state basketball playoff game 
was ruled invalid and the game re¬ 
played. However, they also refuse to com¬ 
ment on the Thompson letter, saying only 
“that they are looking into the matter.” 

Below is Coach Thompson’s letter, dated 
March 12, 1985, to Mr. Vern Norris, direc¬ 
tor of the MHSAA. 

Gentlemen:

rules and policies made by the Michigan 
High School Athletic Association are not 
uniformly followed by all district mana¬ 
gers in state high school tournament play¬ 
offs. It is even more distressing to discover 
that when these infractions are made 
known no penalties result. 

The policies I am referring to are the 
procedures adopted by the state on substi¬ 
tuting officials in the case of an emergen¬ 
cy. The procedure stated to me by State 
Tournament Director Mr. Siblie is as fol¬ 
lows : 

In the case of an official unable to per¬ 
form his duties because of illness or other 
disability, the manager of that tournament 
is to call the state tournament director and 
be assigned another official for that par¬ 
ticular event. 

In the recent district tournament game 
between Inkster High School and Dearborn 
Heights Robichaud, this procedure was not 
followed. The state tournament director 
was never contacted when it became 
known that one of the officials had been 
injured and, therefore, would be unable to 
officiate the game scheduled. The district 
manager decided, without consulting 
either Inkster High School or State offi¬ 
cials, to make his own substitution of the 
official. 

The results were appalling: 

•Only four of six free throws all night for 
Inkster; 

•Twenty-two of twenty-eight free throws 
by Robichaud; 

•No foul calls on center guarding Inkster 
center; 

•Every charging foul called in the game 
was against Inkster; 

•Every blocking foul called in the game 
was against Inkster;

another jump shot from the 
corner, lifting the Dearborn 
Heights cagers to a 7-1 advan¬ 
tage - what was to be their big¬ 
gest margin during the entire 
game. Saginaw’s Eddie 
Rogers’s two-pointer cut the 
lead to 7-3 and Ricky Beachum 
sank a layup, making it 7-5. 

Ayler decided that he needed 
speed - so he decided to go to 
the full-court press. That 
strategy immediately paid di¬ 
vidends as Omar Galbreath 
stole a pass and with some fan¬ 
cy dribbling cut through the 
Saginaw defenders and drove 
in for a basket. He also hap¬ 
pened to be fouled in the pro¬ 
cess, giving him a bonus shot. 

But Buena Vista began flex¬ 


ing its muscles. A “slam dunk” 
by Shoun Randolph cut 
Robichaud’s lead to two (9-7) 
and McIntosh got that one back 
to give the Bulldogs a 11-7 mar¬ 
gin. Beachum and Galbreath 
then exchanged baskets and 
Lowrey got one, and when 
Macon and Ken Clark exchan¬ 
ged baskets, the score ended 
in a deadlock for the first 
period at 15-all. 

Robichaud continued to per¬ 
plex their rivals in the early 
stages of the second period as 
Ballard broke the knot with a 
jumper and McIntosh then 
fired in another basket, giving 
the home team a 19-15 edge. 

But then the proverbial roof 
began to collapse on the Bull¬ 
dogs. Buena Vista’s Randolph 


sank one of two free throws and 
Beachum contributed two suc- 
cessive baskets and a 
Robichaud traveling violation 
led to Macon’s drive-through 
lavup. 

That basket put Buena Vista 
out in front 22-19 with 3:20 left 
in the period. 

Ayler called for a time out 
and discussed the situation 
over with his players. When the 
game resumed, Galbreath 
came up with a basket and that 
moved the Bulldogs within one 
(22-21) of making up the differ¬ 
ence. However, Macon and 
Walker then exchanged bas¬ 
kets and Beachum rammed 
one in, giving the Buena Vista 
players a 27-23 advantage. 

Saginaw closed out the half 


by outscoring their rivals 5-2 in 
the final minutes, giving them 
a seven-point, 32-25, halftime 
advantage. After the intermis¬ 
sion, Buena Vista increased the 
pressure and the advantage 
with six unanswered points, 
and before the eight minutes 
ended they had a commanding 
21-point lead, 54-33. 

There was no doubt about the 
outcome of the game the rest of 
the way. 

“Experience was a major 
factor in this one,’’Ayler 
pointed out in the locker room 
after the game. “They had it. 
They’ve been here before and 
we hadn’t.

cellently coached team, but we 
did the most with our God- 
given ability and we’re looking 
forward to next year.’’ 

Galbreath, who tossed in 
nine from the field and made 
two of two free throw, paced 
the Bulldogs with 20 points. 
Walker was the only other 
Robichaud eager in double fi¬ 
gures. He had 13. Robichaud 
was near perfect at the foul line 
where they made 10 of 11, but 
they were gunned down from 
the field where Buena Vista 
had 3640-23 edge. 

Macon finished up with a 
game-high 30 points for the 
winners and Beachum had 16. 
Coles contributed 14. 

Buena Vista advanced to the 
Class B state championship 


game and met Flint Beecher on 
Saturday in the Crisler Arena. 
Before a crowd estimated at 
16,000, Beecher held off Buena 
Vista to capture the state title 
74-72 in double overtime. 

Flint Northern retained the 
Class A state title at the ex¬ 
pense of Detroit Southwestern, 
69-55. Detroit DePorres ruled 
Class C with a 48-36 victory 
over Iron River West Iron 
County. 

In the quarter-finals,. 
Robichaud annihilated Be¬ 
nedictine. 95-70, as Walker led 
the attack with 23 points and 
Galbreath counted 20 while 
Carreathers finished with 16 
and McIntosh had 13. Ballard 
was in double figures with 12.

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don's dogs

Editor’s note: Dan Mortis 
has been a professional dog 
trainer for more than 20 years 
and has worked in all phases of 
dog training.

Introducing your dog to 
grooming can be a pleasant ex¬ 
perience or a total disaster, de¬ 
pending upon the time you wait 
before getting the dog accus¬ 
tomed to the procedure. 

For those who have a dog 
under six months of age, I 
would highly suggest purchas¬ 


ing or making a small stepping 
stool (like those children use to 
reach the sink). Prior to feed¬ 
ing the dog, place his front 
paws on the stool. With the dog 
in this position, you will be able 
to brush the dog in all direc¬ 
tions. By repeating this prac¬ 
tice, he will go to the grooming 
stool and place both feet on it 
waiting to be groomed before 
being fed. 

Once we get front paws on the 
stool, what do we do next? The 
first step in grooming long 
haired dogs should be fingertip 
rubdown from tail to head, 
going against the grain. This 
will loosen all the dead hairs 
and prepare your dog for the 
second step using a slicker 
brush also against the grain. 
(Don’t use a trememdous 
amount of pressure with the 
slicker so you don’t rip out the 
undercoat). The third step is us¬ 
ing the slicker brush with the 
grain, head to tail. The fourth 
step is another palm and fin¬ 
gers rubdown. 


Before the palm rubdown, 
look at your hands. After vigor¬ 
ously rubbing the dog’s back, 
hand-over-hand method for a 
period of about three times, ex¬ 
amine your hands again and 
you will find a powdery, oily 
substance. When you see this, 
you will know that you are 
bringing out the dog’s natural 
oils. 

Doing this daily will give 
your dog added protection 
from the elements, similar to 
waxing a car. By using the 
palm rubdown, you are also 
able to detect any sores, cuts, 
fleas or excess dirt. Your dog 
will be happier and healthier 
because of your daily 
grooming. 

The fifth step is using a comb 
at a 45-degree angle with the 
grain. If you used it the other 
way you could rip out the 
undercoat. Use a comb as a fin¬ 
al step. 

Short-haired dogs like the 


ship and shore 


boxer, Doberman, Great Dane, 
etc. Only the fingertip and 
palm rubdown. 

The poodle and other small 
dogs have different hair tex¬ 
ture. Most of us bathe our dogs, 
rub them dry with towels and 
unknowingly cause matting 
which goes unnoticed because 
surface brushing gives the dog 
the appearance of full coat. For 
example, it’s like washing your 
hair and towel-drying it for five 
days in a row without combing 
or brushing it. Your hair would 
become so tangled and matted 
that the only remedy would be 
to clip it. 

Matting sometimes begins 
this way: Small dogs go outside 
to relieve themselves. Because 
of their size, they cannot help 
but get their underneath wet 
form the grass. While drying, 
the hair tangles. 

It is very important to wipe 
off your dog and brush out the 
wet hair. Remember summer 
and fall are flea and tick sea¬ 
sons and these parasites do 
enormous damage by embed-

The Beyer screenings will 
take place on Saturday, March

Health-O-Rama is an annual 
event co-sponsored by .WXYZ- 
TV, Blue Cross Blue Shield of 
Michigan, United Health Orga¬ 
nization and participating hos¬ 
pitals and organizations.

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Canton’s canine ‘cop’ 

mixes work with family life

Detective William Keppen and Nitro

The expert tracking that led 
Canton police officers to the 
back door of a burglary sus¬ 
pect’s home last week was just 
part of a day’s work to Rico, 
one-half of the Canton Police 
Department’s two-member 
canine unit. 

Rico’s participation in the in¬ 
vestigation has resulted in the 
clearing of five burglary cases 
and, according to Canton Det. 
William Keppen, illustrates the 
service that police dogs pro¬ 
vide. 

“It’s an excellent example of 
the good these dogs can do,” 
says Keppen, who handles one 
of the department’s two 
canines. 

Both Rico, handled by officer 
Ernie Sayre, and Keppen’s Nit¬ 
ro joined the Canton force at 15 
weeks of age in 1979. 

The purebred German 
shepherd puppies, like all dogs 
used in police work, were 
chosen for a lineage that prom¬ 
otes good health and steady 
temperaments, the most im¬ 
portant aspects of police work. 

To prepare both officers and 
dogs for situations in which hu¬ 
man lives may depend upon an 
animal’s ability to follow in¬ 
struction, Rico, Nitro and their 


handlers underwent an exten¬ 
sive 14-month training prog¬ 
ram which emphasized techni¬ 
ques in tracking, building 
search, protection of handlers 
and obedience before both 
animals were certified by two 
independent judges. 

For Keppen and his young 
partner Nitro, the certification 
signaled the beginning of what 
has become a personal as well 
as professional relationship. 

“Up until a year ago, I was 
working midnight patrol and 
Nitro rode with me in the squad 
car for the entire shift,” Kep¬ 
pen explains. 

In a situation not uncommon 
to companions who live and 
work together (police dogs live 
in the homes of the officers who 
handle them) Keppen and Nitro 
developed a sense of 
friendship, repect and team¬ 
work that can be lifesaving. 

“The safety factor is 
tremedous,’’Keppen says. 
“Take the case of a building 
search, a dangerous situation 
for an officer. Rather than 
wander around in a dark build¬ 
ing where the suspect has the 
advantage, you can send the 
dog in and wait until he’s lo¬ 
cated the suspect. In that situa¬ 
tion, a dog can accomplish in 
five minutes what it would take 
a dozen officers an hour to do. ” 


Neither of the dogs has ever 
been hurt while on duty, Kep¬ 
pen says, adding that the anim¬ 
als possess a definite psycholo¬ 
gical advantage over most sus¬ 
pects. 

“After the dog has found 
someone, he is trained to stand 
and growl without moving as 
long as no one else makes an 
aggressive move,” Keppen ex¬ 
plains. “The dog looks so 
menacing, most suspects just 
give up. 

“I once arrested three sus¬ 
pects who Nitro had found hid¬ 
ing in the woods,” the detective 
recalls. “One of the men was so 
frightened of the dog, he 
wouldn’t get up off the ground 
even when he was ordered to.” 

Police dogs, Keppen insists, 
enjoy feeling useful and take a 
special pride in the service 
they provide. After running a 
successful track, they are re¬ 
warded with play and, in Nit- 
ro’s case, a little something 
extra. 

“After a successful track, we 
usually stop at a doughnut shop 
for a treat,” Keppen admits 
with a smile. “Nitro loves 
peanut doughnuts.” 

“Most departments don’t 
have a canine unit because it’s 
a major expense to train a qual¬ 
ified dog,” Keppen explains. 
In our case, we were luckv 


and the cost to Canton was 
minimal because our dogs 
were practically given to us 
and a professional trainer don¬ 
ated his time.” 

Now assigned to the detec¬ 
tive bureau as a plain clothes 
officer, Keppen recalls his and 
Nitro’s patrolling days with a 
fondness and nostalgia that his 
partner seems to share. 

“Nitro recognizes my uni¬ 
form,” Keppen laughs. “When 
I put it on, he sits by the door 
under where his leash hangs. 
We still go out for romps and 
run periodic tracks so we don’t 
get rusty.” 

According to Keppen, both 
Nitro and Rico possess on- and 
off-duty dispositions that make 
them as adaptable to home life 
as they are to police work. 

“Nitro is really one of the 
family,” Keppen says. “My 
wife is as attached to him as I 
am, and he’s as protective of 
her as he is of me.” 

“It’s the same with Rico,” 
Sayre agrees. “When I got him, 
our daughter Leigh, who’s five 
now, was just 6 months old and 
I was a little worried about hav¬ 
ing the two together, but Rico is 
great - very gentle and patient. 
She can grab something out of 
his mouth or accidentally step 
on him. He really watches out 
for her.
